-MURDERERS ARE FOUND 
DRUNK BY THE CORPSE 


Mrs. Blake, an Aged Widow, the 
Victim—Stover and Perkle, A)- : 
leged Murderers, Are in 
Jail at Gainesville. 
Detafis of Crime.

Gainesville, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Christina Blake, an-aged widow, 
probably seventy-five years old, living 5 
miles south of Gainesville, was today out- 
raged and afterwards brutally murdered 
by two white men, both well known in 
this city. 

The men held for the double crime are 
J. C. Stover and Charley Pirkle, his 
brother in law. 

Of their guilt there can be no ques- 
tion. They stand self convicted, in si- 
tence, by indisputable and awful evidence. 

When Mrs. Blake’s' dead body was 
found in her house, her clothing torn 
and disarranged, the two men held for 
murdering her were lying stupefied 
with whisky within a few feet of the 
corpse, which was scarcely cold. 


No Effort To Escape. 

They had committed the crime and had 
made no effort, to escape, 

Either that or they had been so horri- 
fied at their deed that they had sought 
to find forgetfulness in whisky and drank 
until their benumbed faculties refused to 
Tespond to the instinct of self preserva- 
tion. 

Stover ang Pirkle were brought at once 
to Gainesville by J. M. Green and W. L. 

_ Hawkins, and are now confined in jail. 
The prompt aetion of Judge Estes in 
ordering the men brought here as soon, 
as he learned of the murder is doubtless 
responsible for preventing;the swift ad- 
ministration of lynch law. The people in 
the vicinity of Flowery Branch, which is 
near the scene of the crime, are worked 
up to a high pitch of excitement, and vio- 
lence seemed imminent. 

The body of Mrs. Blake was beaten up 
horribly, and from scratches on the hands 
of the two men She met death only after 
resistance. 

Drank, Then Killed. 

Stover and Pirkle had gone to FPlow- 
ery Branch in the morning and received 
a ease of eleven bottles of whisky. They 
started for home in a wagon, The men 
drank heavily. On the way home they 
stopped at the thouse of Mrs. Blake and 
entered, for what reason is not known 
They were quarrelsome and soon raised 
a Tow. 

Mrs. Jack Evans, the adopted daugh- 
‘ter of Mrs. Blake, became frightened and 
ran to the fie!ld to get her husband. When 
she returned with help the dead body 
of the aged woman lay prostrate on the 
floor. On either side of her were the 
murderers too drunk to move. They were 
tied hand and foot, and Judge Estes, of 
Gainesville, immediately telephoned. He 
at once ordered the men brought to this 
place. 

Finger Marks on Throat. 
* In addition to the bruises found on the 
body the neck showed signs that death 
had been ¢aused by choking, finger marks 
being plainly visible. Evidences of an- 
Other grime were also apparent. 


Stover is a man between’ twenty-five 
and,.thirty. Pirkle is a boy of about 
eighteen. Stover has a wife and family.

PENSION COMMISSIONER H. CLAY EVANS. 
He Will Sever His Connection with the Pension Bureau as a Result 
of the Opposition of the G. A. R. 
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It Is Announced, However, That He Will Be Taken 
Care of by President Roosevelt-=Evans Has Been 
Fought by the G. A. R. 


ASHINGTON, March #7.—There is | 
no longer any doubt that Pen- 


sion Commissioner Evans will, 
within the next ‘few months at the latest, 
B8ever his connection with the pension bu- 
reau to accept from the president a po- 
sition which will be a substantial promo- 
tion, but which has not yet been defi- 
nitely selected. 

It is well known that Mr. Evans has the 
entire confidence of the president and ‘the 
latter will not consider the question of 
his retirement until a position .entirely 
satisfactory to the commissioner has been 
provided. 

No decision has been reached concern- 
ing a successor to Mr. Evans, nor will 
any action be taken until the president is 
thoroughly convinced that he has found 
a man of the same high character and 
sterling worth possessed by the present 
commissioner in so high a degree. 


The above announcement indicates that 
the Grand Army of the Republic has

His conduct of the pension bureau has 
been denounced at gvery convention held 
by the Grand Army of the Republic since 
he assumed office.

Attempt To Kill Rev. Mr. Houst in 
New Jersey. 


HE DENOUNCED CZOLGOSZ 


His Son Abducted, His Daughter 
Threatened and He Himself 
Is Assaulted. 


Elizabeth City, N. J., March 17.—An at- 
tempt was made to kill the Rev. Mr. 
Houst, pastor of the German Lutheran 
church of this place last night. ‘The po- 
Ice believe that the would-be assassins 
were Italian anarchists. 

After the shooting of President Mchin- 
ley Mr. Houst preached a sermon in 
which h2 denounced the anarchists and 
declared they should be driven from the 


country. On November 28 last his son, 
Ivan, mysteriovsly disappeared and the 
minister subsequently received threaten- 
ing letters in which it was said that the 
boy was in hell and that the father also 
would be sent there. Some weeks ago his 
little daughter was met on the street by 
a young man who tried to entice her into 
a house, but she began to cry, attracting 
the attention of passers-by and the man 
tceok fright and hurried away. 

Last night Mr. Hcust heard steps on 
the front porch of his nome and went out 
to investigate. As he did so he was 
knocked down by a blow on the head. 
While he was prostrate one or his as- 
sailants kreeled on his chest, threw a 
chth over his face and shoved it into his 
rmicuth as a gag, with one hend, while 
with the other he drove a knife into the 
ninister’s chest, inflicting a deep flesh 
wecund. The wounded man was foun? by 
his wife and a physician was calied. He 
found that the knife wound was slight. 
but that the blow on the head hed caused 
serious injury. There is no clew to the 
assailants.

Mr. Boyd indicated that the defense 
is still at work on the information con- 
tained in the letter and that it may lead 
to the sensation of the trial.

Scene of the Accident. 


The scene of the accident was in the 


well knawn tide rips off Monomoy point, 


which make down from Chatham into 
Nantucket sound. Last Thursday the 
barges -Wadena and John C. Fitzpatrick, 
on the way to Boston with cargoes of 


coal, 
about three-quarters of a mile from Mon- 
omoy. Every effort has been made _ to 
float the barges and Sunday men from 
Vineyard Haven were at work throwing 
coal overboard from both of them. 

About. 8 o'clock, 
very thick, the captain of the tug decid- 
ed to run into Hyannis. Upon arrival 
there, the captain of the tug tried in vain 
to notify the Monomoy hfe savers that 
there ‘were five men left on board the 
Wadena, which being further out on the 
shoal was in a more dangerous place than 
the Fitznatrick. 


This forencon Captain Eldridge, who 


rd been watching the barges very close- : 


ly, sighted signals of distress on the 
Wadena. He got out his crew and surf 
boat. 
gal> from the southeast, so prepacations 
were msde to launch the boat on the 
side where the water was smooth. They 
had no difffeulty in getting off, but after 
rounding’ the point it took neaTriy an 
hour to reach the barge. 
Steered to Doom. 

By this time the tide had turned to the 
eastward and a fierce cross sea had been 
kicked up. Captain Eldridg> steered the 
life boat under the lea of the Wadena, 
and one after another the five men 
dropped into the boat. With the wind 
astern, it seemed comparatively easy to 
gain the smooth waters behind the point. 


The seas were tossing and turning in the. 


rips and Captain Eldridge was constant- 
ly looking:for smooth spots. When about 
half way in he thought he discovered 
one over what is called a hole and the 
boat was steered off for it. As he did 
so a tremendous sea caught them under 
the stern and she went over, throwing 
the men into the water. Being used to 
the sea, all the life savers clung to the 
boat and managed to pull the Wadena 
men along with them. An attempt was 
made to right the boat, but although all 
life boats are supplied with cork gun- 
wales, they are very heavy, and being

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SUMMARY OF THE PROVISIONS 
OF SHIP SUBSIDY MEASURE 
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ASHINGTON, March 17.—The titie of the bill passed by : 
the senate is: : 
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“To provide for ocean mail gervice between the United 
States and foreign ports, and the common defenge; to promote com- 
merce and to encourage the deep sea fisheries.” 

Title 1 of the measure passed deals with ocean mail steamships 
and their subsidies. The postal subsidy act of 1891 is so amended as 
to direct the postmaster general to enter into contracts for not less 
than five, nor more than fifteen years, with American oftizens, for 
the carrying of mails on American steamships to such foreign points 
as will best promote the postal, commercial and maritime interests 
of the United States; the mail service on such line to be equitably 
distributed among Atlantic, Mexican gulf and Pacific ports, and the 
contracts to be made with the lowest responsible bidder. 

The vessels employed in the mail service shall be American built, 
and owned and officered by American citizens. During the first two 
years one-fourth of the crew must be American citizens; during the

The bill specifies certain vessels which shail not 
receive compensation under its provisions, among them being vessels 
engaged in the coastwise trade exclusively. 

Each subsidized vessel is required tocarry as amember of its com- 
pany 1 American boy for each 1,000 gross tons, who shall be taught sea- 
manship and engineering. The owners of the vessel must agree before 
receiving compensation that the ship in emergency may be used by 
the United States for the national defense or for any public service, 
at a fair valuation. 

Title 3 of the bill directs the secretary of the treasury to pay to 
the owner of a documented vessel engaged in deep sea fishery for 
at last three months in any one year $2 per gross ton per annum, 
provided that at least one-third of the crew shall be citizens of the 
United States; and he is directed to pay alsoto a citizen of the 
United States serving as a member of such crew $1 per month for 
the time he is necessarily employed. 

Title 4 provides that no vessel shall be given compensation 
under two or more titles of this act at the same time; that a subsi-. 
dized vessel shall not be sold to a subject of a foreign power; and 
that the president of the United States shall cause proper regulations 
to be framed for the execution of this act. 
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Title 2 of the bill provides for the general subsidy to be paid. It :

Senator Hanna had asserted that a ma- 
jority of sailors on American ships en- 
gaged in the foreign carrying trade are 
Americans. Senator Clay denied 
statement and produced trecords to show 
that 70 per cent of the seamen on these 
ships-ere foreigners. ; 

The figures quoted by Senator Clay ap- 
parently confused Senator Hanna, for he. 
did not pursue the subject further. 

Senator Clay disputed the claim made 
by Senator Hanna that the American 
liners, the New York, Philadelphia, 8t. 
Louis and St. Paul, carry as freight all 
kinds of farm products, Senator Clay 
was going on to say that it was not 
fair to tax the farmers of the country 
to pay a subsidy to ships which do fot. 
carry as freight any wheat, cotton, bar- 
ley, turpentine, lumber and other prod- 
ucts of the farm. 

“Oh, the senator from Georgia is mis- 
taken,’’ retorted Senator Hanna, trying 
to break the force of the convincirg ar- 
gument the Georgia senator was advanc- 
ing. ‘‘He will find,’’ added Senator Han- 
na, defiantly, “that the American liners 
carry more farm products than all of 
the foreign-going ships combined.” 

“Let us see,’’ replied Senator Clay, pro- 
ducing a copy of a recent manifest of 
the steamship St. Louis, giving a list 
of her freight. With telling effect he 
read the list of freight in the manifest, 
none of which was carried by the St. 
Louis: Cotton, turpentine, barley, wheat, 
pork, cheese, lard and other products 
of the farm. 

They Laughed at Hanna.

St. Paul, Minn., March 17.—The great 
biizzard which had raged over the Da- 
kotas and Manitoba since last Friday 
subsided last night and today the weath- 
er was generally fair, but intensely cold, 
the thermometer ianging from 10 to 16 
below zero. With the subsidence of the 
storm the railroads are bending their en- 
ergy to again open their lines for traffic 
aud immense snow plows and gangs of 
men with pick and shovel are attacking 
the mountainous drifts that block the 
tracks. The Great Northern has succeed- 
ed in opening its line as far west as 
Churchs Ferry, N. D., and the road 
is expected to be clear as far as Minot by 
morning. If all goes well the coast train 
that should have arrived in St. Paul last 
Saturday morning, will get here Wednes- 
day. 

The Nerthern Pacific expects to have 
its road open again by tomorrow. 

Efforts are also being made to reopen 
the Manitoba division of both the Great 
Ngrthern and Northern Pacific, but it 
will be several days yet before traffic re- 
sumes its normal movement.

At the Time Jones Says He Was Buy- 
ing Chloroform. 


SO MISS ELLIOTT SWEARS 


Young Lady Says That She Was 
Playing Piano While Patrick 
Sang on Fatal Sunday. 


New York, March 17.—In the trial of Al- 
bert T. Patrick, accused of the murder 
of William M. Rice, Miss Alice Potts, 
daughter of John”“R. Potts, a lawyer 
friend of Patrick, today testified she was 
at Patrick’s boarding house on the after- 
noon of the day Rice died. She met Mrs. 
Elliott and Mrs. Mabel Elliott, of Chi- 
cago, there. They all talked with Patrick, 
who did not leave the house between 3 
and 6:30 that afternoon. Charles F. Jones, 
Rice’s attendant and clerk, testified that 
Patrick met him on the street at 5 o’clock 
that day and gave him the chlogpform 
With which Rice was killed. | 

Miss Mabel Elliott then testified that 
she saw Patrick at breakfast at 8:30 a. m., 
at dinner at 1:30 p. m. and at supper at 
6:15 p. m. on the Sunday of Rice’s death. 
During the afternoon sh2 played the 
piano and Patrick sang hymns. Patrick 
was still in the house when the witness 
went to chufch in the evening. 

Mrs. Margaret Elliott cérroborated the 
evidence given by her daughter. 

Morris Msyer, a lawyer and notary, 
testified that he was employed as a clerk 
in Patrick’s office. Patrick sent him to 
see Rice on business and he was shown 
into Rice’s room by Jones. Six months 
later, on June 30, 1900, he was in Rice’s 
room and witness2d a will made by Rice. 
He signed tha will after he had seen Rice 
Sign it. Rice signed on each of,.the four 
pages of the will and asked Meyer to do 
the same. The witness said he also saw 
David L. Short sign on each of the four 
pages. This will is the one known as the 
1900 will, which gave Rice's residuary 
estate to Patrick. 

Meyer said he also witnessed Rice’s 
Signature to the general assignment to 
Patrick and the safe deposit assignments. 
These were signed September 21, two days 
before Mr. Rice died. Mr. Meyer said 
the papers were signed by Rice in his 
presence, after which he affixed his name 
as witness. They were ned in the 
dining room of Rice’s aparti..ents. 


PLOT TO DESTROY WARSHIPS. 


Dynamite Was To Be Used on Aus- 
trian Vessels. 

Vienna, March 17.—A sensation has been 
caused here by the discovery of a plot 
to destroy the*Austrian-Hungarian war- 
ships, Habsburg and Arpad, which are 
Stationed at Pola.

Operatives at Augusta Appeal to the 
Textile Council. 

Fall River, Mass., March 17.—A meeting 
of the executive council of the United 
Textile Workers of America has been 
called for Tuesday in this city. One of 
the principal matters to be discussed will 
be the request of the operatives at Au- 
gusta, Ga., for permission to strike for an 
increase of 10 per cent in wages. Other 
matters to be adjusted are troubles in the 
silk mills at Reynoldsville, Pa., and 
among the carpet weavers at Thompson- 
ville, Conn. : 

James Tansey, the president of fhiis 
body, was asked if he thought that the 
demands for an advance in wages would 
become general in this section of the 
country and he replied that he thought 
they would,

THE TREATIES FOR RECIPROCITY 


Taken Up by Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 
Washington, March 17.—The senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations has decided 
to again take up the reciprocity treaties 
which are before the senate with a view 
to securnig such amendments to them 
which will insure their ratification. There 
has long been contention on the part of 
the members of the house of representa- 
tives that because these treaties affect the 
tariff system they should be passed upon 
by the house as wel as the senate. The 
senate committee on foreign relations 
was, not disposed to concede this point, 
but, because the Dingley bill authorizing 
these commercial agreements contanied 
a provision requiring the consent of the 
entire cengsyess the committee has now 
taken a position favorable to the house 

contention. 

The members of the committee on for- 
eign relations are outspoken in their 
declaration that this concession does not 
in any way affect the treaty-making 
power. of the president and the senate, 
which they contend is exclusive of the 
house, but majority members say that 
as they voted for th eDingley bil which 
contains the reciprecity clause, consisten- 
cy on their part requires that they should 
insert this clause.

CHANCE FOR GERMAN GIRLS. 


Government Will Permit Them To 
Attend Existing Gymnasium. 
Berlin, March 17.—During the discussion 
of the educational estimates in the lower 
house of the diet, today, the mfnister 
of public instruction, Dr. Studt, an- 
nounced that the government was willing 
as an experiment to permit girls to at- 
tend the existing gymnasium and also 
to establish a girls’ gymnasium, but the 
government declined all responsibility for 
the outcome of the exp2riment. 
Regarding the attendance of girls at the 
universities, the minister said the gov- 
ernment failed to se2 that there was any 
universal need of academic studies for 
girls. Therefore, it adhered to its de- 
cision that they should only be admitted 
to universities as guests. The govern- 
ment, however, was of the opinion that, 
in order to maintain the idealistic position 
of German women in the home, the in- 
struction of girls in the high schools 
should accord more closely with the re- 
quirements of the present time. 


BALTIMORE IS TO GET MILLIONS 


For Her Interest in the Western Mary- 
land Railroad. 

Baltimore, March 17.—The first definite 
step toward a sale of the holdings of the 
city of Baltimore in the Western Mary- 
land railroad was taken today, when bids 
were opened and read by a special com- 
mittee appointed from among the mem- 
bers of the city council for that purpose. 
Four bids were received. The first was 
from Hambleton & Co., of this city and 


of Chicago and New York. They propose 
to pay $6,000 in cash and $4,000,000 in the 
stock of the new company, which they 
purpose organizing to operate the road. 

The second is from a syndicate headed 
by Messrs. Myron T. Herrick, of Cleve- 
land; Winslow S. Pierce of New York, 
and Edward W. Fuller, of Scranton, Pa. 
who offered $8,509,819, payable in cash, 
within ninety day3 from the date of ac- 
ceptance of the bid. 

The third bidder is the Philadelphia and

The fourth and last bidder is William 
W. Varney, of this city, who offers $11,- 
(00,000 and declines to say who, if any 
one, he represents. He proposes to pay

Lord Salisbury said martial law was a 
mere fashion of speech. Every one ad- 
mitted that it was necessary to defeat 
the designs of the kings enemies in 
South Africa. This, the government was 
determined to do, and, he added, there 
was plenty of armed resistance in Cape 
Colony to fully justify the application 
of martial law.

He. fnterprets the elaborate 
plans of Empéror William as an ex- 
pression of his majesty’s complete satis- 
faction as to the success of the prince’s

Prince Henry says he was so tired when 
he finally boarded the Deutschland at 
New York that he slept almost continuous- 
ly for forty-eight hours except for. the 
time he appeared for his meais or ‘to 
take short walks on the bridge, He says 
he never worked so hard iy his life as 
when he was in the United States. 

The prince has mentioned nothing more 
frequently than that no single unpleasant 
incident occurred in the United States. 

The great, orderly and cheerful crowds, 
he said, had been his most continuous 
impression and would probably always 
be one of his most. vivid impressions. 

The reports that Prince Henry would 
occupy a different position in Germany in 
the future and live in Berlin instead of 
continuing his active sea life, are un- 
founded. ’ 

The Deutschland at Plymouth. 

Plymouth, England, March 17.—The 
Hamburg-American line steamer Deutsch- 
land, from New York Mareh 11, having on 
board Prince: Henry of Prussia and his 
suite, arrived here at 12:30 today. The 
Deutschland remained three-quarters of 
an hour in these waters and then pro- 
ceeded on her journey. 

The prince was on the bridge when the 
Deutschland entered this harbor and he 
waved a cheerful greeting to the German 
naval attache, Captain Koeper, and other 
friends who went out to the steamer on 
the company’s tender. 

The Deutschland’s voyage was ‘pleasant 
and uneventful. 

During tHe first few days the prince 
was tired. out and. mixed but little with 
the other passengers. He dined with his 
suite at a separate, table In the general 
salon, but otherwise he passed the time 
on the bridge or in hfs own rooms. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the voyage, how- 
ever, the prince appeared frequently on 
the promenade d@éck, and talked freely 
and pleasantly with his fellow passen- 
gers. as he did on the outward, trip. 

The German consul here, Herr Fox, de- 
livered to the prince\a number of tele- 
grams and letters, including a -message 
of welcome from Emperor William. Prince 
Henry said to Herr Fox: 

“T have had a charming time and have 
seen a third of tha United States. I am 
glad, of course, to get back home.” 


HOW METHUEN FOUGHT BOERS. 


eneral Was Reckless of His Life. 
Boers Very Gallant. 

London, March 17,—Describing the. dis- 
aster to General Methuen, the Pretoria 
correspondent of The Standard repeats 
the details already given in Lord Kitch- 
ener’s dispatches and, adds that General 
Methuen identified the Boer advance when 
is was 3 miles distant. 

The correspondent praises tke gallantry 
of the Boers, who,:he says, charged he2d- 
less of the hét' fire poured-into their lines, 
and contrasts the cool steadiness of the 
British infantry supporting the guns, 
whom not even the Boer charg?, almost 
up to the muzzles of their rifles, could 
shake, with the blind panic.which un- 
nerved and stampeded the mounted rear 
guard. - 

After placing the convoys in the kraal 
in charge of Major Paris, continues the 
correspondent, General Methuen galloped 
back to the guns on the right. He en- 
couraged his men by voice and gesture 
and became a conspicuous target for the 
Boer marksmen, who concentrated, their 
fire'on him as he rode from point’ to 
voint. 

When Commandant Celliers unmasked 
a couple of 15-pounders and began shell- 
ing the kraal, the position became hope- 
less and it would have been, under the 
circumstances, nothing short of madness 
to look for any favorable issue. The only 
mtans of preventing unavailing loss of 
life was surrender. - )

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COSSACK WHIPS 
LASH STUDENTS 
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Ten Thousand Riolers Swarm 
the St Petersburg Streetss 


They «hout ‘Bree Russia” and 
“Down with Autocracy’”—Troop- 
ers Charge Students, Using * 
Cossack Whips and , 
Flats of Sabers. 


‘St. Petersburg, March 17.—A students’ 
riot here yesterday, in which over 10,000 
people participated, kept a small ariry of 
police and cavalry busy throughout the 
day. Probably one hundred “arrests were 
made, but the repressive measures were 
not so strict as the corresponding day of 
1901. While many persons were injured, 
no fatalities are reported. 

The students placarded the city Satur- 
day night, announcing that they intended 
to hold a grievance meeting, and the au- 
thcrities, taking the hint, made extensive 
preparations. The whole police reserve 
was called chit d the entire military 
force was held edy for mobilization, 
cavalry patrols supplementing the mount- 
ed police. Additional squadrons of. cav- 
alry, light batteries of artillery and de- 
tachments of infantry were packed in the 
side streets. The crowds increased in ths 
main thoroughfares until noon when the 
cavalry officer in command of a squad in 
front of the Hotel d’Europe begged the 
crowd there to disperse and go home. 
The demonstrators refused and the 
mounted troops began slowly clearing 
the streets, 

At 12.30 p. m. the students attempted 
to organize a procession in front of the 
hotel mentioned, singing revolutionary 
songs and shouting ‘‘Free Russia!’’ and 
“Down with the autocracy!” 

The police and cavalry charged them 
but only used their Cossack whips and the 
flat of their sabers. Many persons were 
hurt, but only a few were seriously in- 
jured. The fighting continued durirg the 
ren:ainder of the afternoon, breaking out 
in’ fresh places continually. 

One of the most severe fights of the 
day was concluded ofily a few. minutes 
before the czarina,s in an open. sleigh, 
passed the snot where it occurred. Car- 
riages of the nobility and members of 
the imperial household were several times 
mixed up in the melee. The authofities 
made evident efforts to prevent. blood- 
shed,: anf in this they were remarkably 
successful considering the magnitude of 
the demonstration. 

London, March 17.—Referring to. the 
student disorders in St. Petersburg Sun- 
day, the correspondent of The Times in 
the Russian capital, says the soldiers 
were ordered to use the flat of their 
Swords in dispersing the: rioters, but that 
they became excited and ,struck wildly. 
Several peysons were wounded. and there 
seems little doubt that several rioters 
were killed. 

The revolutionary movement in 8&t. 
Petersburg, concludes the correspondent, 
is less serious than in the provinces. 
Disquieting reports ar> daily received 
from yarious parts of the country and 
there are evidences of thé sympathy of 
the _— with the revolutionary move- 
ment. 


Britons Counting the Cost. 
London, March 18.—The Daily Mail this 
morning says there are still such heavy 
demands for horses in South Africa that 
there is no real reserve at the Cape. The 
war office is becoming alarmed at the 
heavy cost of providing horses and has 
again enjoined Lord Kitchener to greater 
care in the expenditure of horse flesh, as 

the market price is rapidly rising. 


Serious Situation in Ireland. 

London, March 17.—The vatican has re- 
ceived confidential news, says the Rome 
orrespondent of The Daily Chronicle. of 
a serious situation in Ireland. The Fen- 
ians have for som2 months been engaged 
in active propaganda with a view to or- 
ganizing for a general rising. It is be- 
lieved the vatican will instruct the Irish 
clergy to hold aloof from revolutionary 
agitation. 


New Spanish Cabinet. 

Madrid, March 17.—The composition of 
the new, cabinet, which the queen regent 
commissioned Senor Sagasta to form, is 
practically settled. Senor Sagasta is to 
be premier; General Weyler is to be min- 
ister of war; Senor Moret is to be min- 
ister of the interior; the duke of Almodi- 
var will fill the post of minister of foreign 
affairs, while Senor Canalajas is to be 
minister of public works. 


Eight-Hour Day in Spain. 

Madrid, March 17.+The Gazette today 
published a decree establishing an eight- 
hour day for all working people on the 
state domains and in the sfate mines, 
workshops, etc., and providing that each 
hour of overtime is to be paid for at the 
rate of one-cighth of the daily wage.

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WIRELESS TELEPHONE MAN 


Lexington, Ky., March 17.—The inven- 
tor of wireless telephony, Nathan Stub- 
blefield, has gone to Washington, where 
he will give a public demonstration of 
his invention on the Potomac river on 
Thursday. 

The first demonstration given 
blefield was six weeks ag») at 
If successful Mr. Stubblefield 
tempt a longer distance at sea. 

The nature of the aparatus used by 
the inventor is not known. He positive- 
ly declines at this time to give out either 
technical descriptions or diagrams of 
the vital part of his appartus. All that 
is exposed to view while his apparatus 
is in working order is the ordinary com- 
mercial telephone trgnsmitter and receiv- 
er, Within a brightlly poished box, which 
is not opened in pul}ic, the inventor con- 
ceals his secret which he says hé will 
not disclose until it is perfected to the 
smallest detail. 

In speaking of his invention, Mr. Stub- 
blefield said: 

“TI know that I have solved the problem 
of wirzless telephony, and I will now de- 
vote myself to perfecting my apparatus. 
I want it to be perfect when given to the 
public, and it is my desire that it shall 
not appear with defects for the scientific 
journals to pick to pieces, my devic2: ‘it 
will be possible to communicate with 
hundreds of homes at the same time. A 
single message can be sent from a central 
station to all parts of the United States. 

“TIT am confident that it will operate over 
long distances, and ¢ven at great dis- 
tances the transmitter will be no bulky 
instrument, but quite small and con- 
venient to handle. I think that my de- 
vice would be invaluable in the matter 
of sending oyt the United States weather 
beaureau predictions, in directing the 
movement of & fleet at sea and in numer- 
ous ways which appeal to one at first 
thought. 

“TI am in hopes of getting a government 
appropriation to aid me in carrying on 
my work, or at least th2 promise of its 
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adoption when perfected. The possibfif- 
ties of the invention seem to be *practi- 
cally unlimited, and it will be no more 
than a matter.of time when conversation 
over long distancss between the great 
cities of the country will be carried on 
daily without wires. I intend to continue 
at work on my device and think that I 
will get other startling results in a short 


time.”

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WANTS CHARITY BAN TAKEN | 
FROM STUDENTS OF MERCER! 


Macon, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—Some 
years ago when James M. Gray, of Jones 
county, died he left a will in which he 
gave’'a large sum of money to Mercer 
university with the provision that the in- 
terest or income from the fund was to 
be used for the education at Mercer of 
worthy indigent young men of Jones 
county. This interest or income 
a a or | a ee ce 
loan to the young men who became the 
beneficiaries of the fund. They were not 
expected to pay the money Back in after 
life when they left college. The money 
was intended to defray expenses, such as 
tuition, books and board. 

ft is understood that President  Pol- 
lock and the trustees of Mercer univer- 
sity desire to have a change made in the 
Gray legacy so that the interest from 
the bequest shall be made a loan and not 
a gift to the beneficiaries. President Pol- 
lock has written a letter to interested 
parties in Jones county in which he ad- 
vocates the change from ‘“‘gift’’ to “loan” 
in the administration of the Gray fund. 
The proposed change meets with a strong 
protést from many citizens of Jones 
county, and it. is understood that the 
people of Jones will hold a public meeting 
in protest during the next term of court. 
Such prominent citizens of Jones as B. 
W. Sammons, John T. Williams and L. 
C. Morton, have already written letters 
against the change. 

The idea in making the change from a 


‘eift’ to a “loan” is that the benefi- 
ciaries will feel more independent and 
manly. President Pollock, in his letter, 
says: “It requires much grace to bestow 
a gift well and a great deal more to re- 
ceive it well.”” In reply to this L. C. 
Morton says: “I think we have con- 
clusive proof in Mr. Gray’s munificent 
gift that he was equal to the occasion 
of bestowing a gift well and gracefully 
when he left this handsome legacy for the 
Jones county boys.’” 

President Pollock further says. ‘‘Charity 
students find it somewhat difficult to pre- 
serve their manhood.” 

To this Mr. Morton repfies: “If the 
doctor would look over the list of young 
men who have walked from the halls 
of Mercer as graduates of the Gray fund 
he will find names of men who have 
served as representatives, judges, doctors, 
county school commissioners, principals 
of schools, ete.—men who are an honor 
to Mercer university and their county. 
He will also find that they accepted the 
gift ‘gracefully’ and most gratefully and 
‘preserved their manhood’ and sustained 
their social standing to the end. 

“If the proposed change is made many 
a poor boy will miss the opportunity of a 
collegiate education rather than incur 
a debt in his boyhood that would take 
him several years to replace and would 
not like the responsibility of a debt hang- 
ing over him when he leaves college, for 
he would not know what misfortune 
might overtake him. I think this is why 
Mr. Gray left this fund as he did, so the 
poor boys of Jones county might leave 
college free of debt for starting in life.”’

Police Chief’s Testimony. 


’ Chief of Police W. C. Dawson swore 


that he went to the Wilcox home at 3:15

over to Mr. Cropsey’s. Wilcox declared 
that he could not understand what had 
become of the girl and safd he had left 
her on the porch crying. Wilcox was not 
inclined to talk. but answered questions 
as they were asked him. He told Mrs. 
Cropsey that he could swear that he did 
not know where Nellie was. 

On the way to the Cropsey dwelling the 
defendant had told witness that Nell 
had laughed in his face and that he told 
her the laugh would be on the other side. 
When arrested on the night of the 20th, 
Wilcox put on his working clothes and 
witness did not see any other clothing 
in the room. 

Dawson and two civil engineers gave in- 
teresting measurements as to the dis- 
tances and depth of the water in front 
of the Cropsey residence, showing there 
was shelving of the water to the bed of 
the river.

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COUNCIL 1HANKS JOYNER AND FIREMEN. 


One of the marks of appreciation in which Chief W. R. Joyner and the 
fire department of Atlanta is held was evid2nced in a resolution introduced 
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March winds that were blowing, the 
fiames would have mowed them down 
like grass. 

The fire originated in the basement of 
Charles O. Tyner’s drug store at a spot 
almost immediately below the elevator 
shaft. How it commenced is not Known. 
It was only a matter of moments when 
the flames leaped upward and were eat- 
ing their way into the drug store to the 
left of the pre&Scription department. They 
were soon checked, but not before consid- 
erable damage had been done. The stock 
was almost completely demolished by 
fire and water. ’ 

The next door, in Jacob Voght’s saloon, 
the fire had also penetrated from the 
cellar and the occupants were forced 
to leave the building without attempt- 
ing to save any of the stock. 

Loss Was Not Great. 

It was in these two places that the prin. 
cipal loss took place. Jacob Voght had 
about $6,000 worth of case goods stored 
in his cellar and this is supposed to be a 
loss. His fixtures, which be- 
longed to the Pabst Brewing Company,

They had to 
deal witha fire concealed in the basc- 
ment of the building which, had it ever 
penetrated to the elevator shaft and been 
fanned by the wind, would have leaped 
aloft and gutted the building, cutting off 
escape for the inmates. 

It was like fighting an ambushed ene- 
my. Chief Joyner and his men knew that 
if ever the flames, concealed in the cellar 
below, should penetrate the floors above 
to any appreciable extent, it would taks 
efforts almost superhuman to gain the 
mastery. . So they fc@ght the flames be- 
low, forcing them back inch by inch at 
each approach, working as only Atlanta 
firemen can work. 

It was a splendid fight—this resolute 
battle of Joyner and his men—and the 
Fitten bui ding was saved. In three 
hours the smoke had disappeared, the 
flames had been extinguished and the 
tenants of the building and «insurance 
adjusters were busy estimating the dam- 
age to the structure and stock of goods. 
All this was accomplished with an in- 
finitesimal loss compared to the ‘possibili- 
ties for destruction which seemed more 
than possibilities.

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dollars worth of drugs and toilet articles 
of various sorts were eaten up by the 
flames. Mr. Tyner was well insured. 

The damage to the building itself will 
amount to several thousand dollars, 13] 
covered by insurance. The rents of the 
bullding are also insured. j 

Except for the work done by the-flames 
in the basement, in Tyner’s store and 
Voght's saloon, no damage was done the 
building. The upper floors were unin- 
jured. Probably the most serious dam- 
age came from water. The basement was 
flooded waist deep, and the firemen who 
were at work below were compelled to 
wade up to their vest pockets in water 
as they fought the flames whigh wee 
creeping. above them. 

_A Thrilling Rescue. 

The fire had its dramatic elements and 
for a time it looked as if several lives 
might be lost. As it was, the cool- 
headedness and courage of the firemen 
saved one and possibly several lives. 

Charles F. Harkinson, advance agent 
of the “Quo Vadis’’ company, came near 
to suffocation from smoke and was as- 
sisted to the ground from the fourth 
floor by Fireman Fife and others, who 
climbed up to his window on an exten- 
sion ladder. Mr. Harkinson was in the 
bath room bath'nge when the fire broke 
out. He rushed to his room, hastily 
dressed and appeared at a window on 
the fourth floor. In the face of peril he 
attempted to attract attention to his 
predicament by waving a pink necktie. 
He also yelled to the firemen below. 
They heard him and placed ladders 
against the wall. Several men mounted 
and climbed up. The ladder was too 
short and extension ladders were brought. 
When the window was reached Mr. Har- 
kinson had disappeared. Several firemen 
ran up the escape, discovered him and, 
placing 2 rope around his waist, pushed 
him to the fire escape, which he de- 
scended in safety. The smoke had made 
him so weak that he would not have 
been able to get down without assistance. * 
He was almost suffocated, but during 
the whole time clung to a grip contain- 
ing his personal papers. 

Mr. Harkinson, in speaking of his es- 
cape, said: 

‘Words cannot express my admiration 
for Atlanta's fire department. It is the 
finest in the country.

COUNCIL KILLS 
POOL ORDINANCE 


Consieralion of Matter Provoked 
a Spirited Debale 


Pa 


Probable Conditions That Might Ob- 
tain Here if Measure Became 
Law, Were Painted in Glow- 
ing Colors by Ministers 
of the Gospel. 


After a hot fight, which lasted for sev- 
eral hours; council yesterday afternoon 
killed the ordinance by Councilman Key 
allowing the,selling of pools at Piedmont 
park. The vote was 6 for the ordinance 
and 12 against it. 

The action. of council will doubtless 
mean the abandonment of the idea of 
having a mile racing track at Piedmont 
park, although it is quite possible the 
promoters of the enterpris: may decide 
to establish their track at som; other 
point in the county not governed by city 
police regulatione. 

The debate before council was one of 
thegmost strenuous that body has listened 
to * many a day. The news that the 
matter was coming up for action during 
yesterday's session was instrumental in 
crowding the council chamber. There was 
a number of ministers present, together 
with citizens interested in the outcome 
of th> discussion. And there was plenty 
of discussion. It began when the matter 
first came up and it’ continued until the 
paper was finally disposed of. 

The announcement was made early in 
the proceedings that some of the gentle- 
men representing the: fair association, 
who had signed the petition requesting 
council: to take favorable action on the 
ordinance, had declined to urge the mat- 
ter further; in fact, that they intended 
withdrawing from the affair altogether. 
This created something of a sensation. 
Rev. John E. White, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, who represented the 
Evangelical Ministers’ Association in op- 
position to the ordinance, first sprung 
the matter. He declared Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, H. H. Cabaniss, Captain John 
A. Miller and F. J. Paxon, of the board 
of directors of the fair association, had 
asserted they proposed having nothing 
more to do with the matter. He asserted 
these gentlemen said they would even go 


before their associates and oppos2 the 
plan. 

How the Debate Started. 

Council had only been in session a short 
time when Councilman Winn moved that 
the rules be suspended so that the pool 
selling ordinance might be’ considered. 
He said a number of gentlemen were 
present interested in the matter and he 
moved thy be allowed to be heard. Coun- 
cilman Key said he did not think there 
should be a field day of oratory. He 
thought four speakers, two from each 
side, would be amply able to present all 
necessary argument. Alderman Longino 
wanted to limit each side to thirty min- 
utes. Councilman Kontz favored allow- 
ing every one a chance to speak. He 
thought ten minutes for each speaker 
would be sufficient. It was finally de- 
cided to let everybody speak who wish- 
ed to, 
Rev. Dr. White was the first speaker. 
He said he was there by request of the 
Evangelical Ministers’ Union of the city. 
H declared the idea of allowing the sell- 
ing of pools at Piedmont park was a great 
big business proposition. He said it would 
-bring many people to Atlanta who would 
help the trade of merchants, but he in- 
sisted that these same people would be- 
long to a very undesirable element. Dr. 
White asserted that if the ordinance was 
addépted this time a determined crusade 
would be waged against it next year and 
that ministers and citizens alike would 
tak2 the stump against it. He thought 
the question would assume such propor- 
tions as to split the town. Further, he 
said, Colonel Hemphill, Mr. Paxon, Mr. 
Cabaniss and Captain Miller had stated 
théy would have nothing more to do with 
the matter, but intended going before 
their associates to oppose the plan. 

When Dr. White concluded Alderman 
Woodward favored postponing action un- 
til Friday afternoon, when all interested 
could appear before council. It was 
agreed, however, that, as the matter had 
alr2zady been taken up, it would be best to 
continue until it was disposed of. Mr. 
Key said he would vote his convictions in 
the face of the world and the ministers’ 
association. 

‘We all know what we want,” said he, 
“and what we will do.’’ 

Alderman Johnson wanted to hear from 
Colonel Hemphill, Mr. Cabaniss and the 
Others. “They don’t seem to be in the 
room,” said he; “they ought to have a 
chance to come here.’’ He favored post- 
ponement. 

“If these gentlemen are going to resign 
from the directory of the fair associa- 
tion,” declared Alderman Woo4ward, 
“the thing falls through. We then have 
nothing before us.’’ Councilman Kontg 
thought it best to proceed with the con- 
sideration of the ordinance. He said 
everybody seemed to know exactly how 
they wanted to vote. Alderman LaHatte 
said he had already made up his mind 
and knew of no argument that could be 
advanced to change his views. Alderman 
Woodward then addressed council on the 
question of postponement. Mr. Key ask- 
ed him if he knew how he was going to 
vote. “Yes,” assented the alderman, “but 
I think that is not a fair question to ask. 
I don't Know how the other members are 
going to vote. Il am now Speaking only 
for myself.”’ 


No Uprising in Seventh. 

“I want to say,” declared Alderman 
Longino, at this juncture, “that there has 
been no uprising for or against the or- 
dinance in my end of town. | went to 
church Sunday and my pastor did not 
mention the matter. I never bet a dollar 
on a horse race and never saw a game 
of ball, but I am going to vote for this 
ordinance.”’ 

Councilman Beck favored postponement 
as there seemed to be a mistaken idea 
about the provisions of the measure. He 
said the resolutions adopted at the 
Tabernacle Baptist church Sunday show- 
ed clearly that there was a number of 
people who were of the opinion that the 
ordinance contemplated the selling of 
poois in the city. Alderman Johnson also 
favored postponement. He said if the 
ordinance passed it would not only kill 
horse racing in Georgia but would also 
kill horse raising. He declared they had 
racing in Mobile, New Orleans, Memphis 
and other cities and it was hardly fair 
to those ptople to say that they would 
all go to hell while Atlantans wou 
to heaven. 

Councilman Reed said a petition had 
been filed with council signed by most 
respectable men favoring the adoption 
of the ordinance. He gaid he saw Mr. 
Ottley’s name on the paper and those of 
Colonel Hemphill, Mr. Cabaniss and 
others.

Milledgeville, Ga., March 15.—Kditor 
Constitution: I desire a ruling on the fo}- 
lowing by the state democratic executive 
committee, and I adopt this method of 
presenting the question to said committee 
and ask a direct ruling on the same at 
their meeting on the 2%th prox> Thé 
question referred to is of vita] importance 
to our people and that is my reason for 
referring it to the state executive com- 
mittee. Two years ago, viz, on April 21, 
1900, the democratic executive committee 
of Baldwin county adopted the following 
Tune: 
‘4. No ballot shall be counted by the 
managers of election, unless it has writ- 
ten or printed on it the following: ‘The 
voter of this ballot desires to allign him- 
self with the democratic party, and here-

There are three of ‘these injufhction 
suits, the first being that of Chamlee vs. 


Davis, ordinary, to prevent the ordinary 
from declaring the result of the election 
which has already been Jone. The second 
was the suit of Kay & Bro. against 
Thompson Hiles, mayor, and others, 
which asked an injunction to prevent the 
city ‘and county authcrities from electing 
dispensary commissior.ers under the new 
law. ‘The injunction in this case was de- 
nied by Judge W. M. Henry and the 
commissioners were elected. The third 
suit was that of M. G@. McDonald and 
others against W. J. Neel and others, 
commissicners, and its object was to re- 
strain the commissioners from perform- 
ing certain duties which they are required 
to do under the act. It asks that they be 
enjoined from entering into any contract 
or incurring any indebtedness under the 
act and that the city of Rome and the 
county of Floyd be similarly restrained. 
Judge Henry granted the injunction so 
far as it related to Rome and to FPiovd 
county, but refused to enjoin the com- 
niissioners from ccntracting indebtedness 
for the rurpose of carrying on the dis- 
peneary. 

The constitutionality of the law under 
which the dispensary is provided for is 
attacked in these suits and several in- 
teresting questions are involved. At the 
hearing on March 25 the whole case in- 
volving Floyd’s dispensary will be 
brought up on its merits and it will he

GLENN JTO ANSWER CHARGES. 
S TATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 

G. R. GLENN says he intends, at an 
early date, to answer the charges that 
are being made with reference to the 
conduct of the department of education 
by some of his opponents in the race for 
that office. In his speech at Marietta 
Dr. Mark Johnson made the statement, 
Professor Glenn says, that the pcstage 
bill for the department of education for 
the last year was $10,000: 

“There is no foundation whatever for 
any such charge as that,’’ Professor 
Glenn said yesterday. “As a matter of 
fact, my entire postage bill for last year 
was only $175, as the vouchers will show. 
The county school superintendents of the 
state are also very much stirred up over 
the matter since they are also involved. 
But, as a matter of fact, the entire post- 
age bill for the department wf education 
in all of the 137 counties cf the state 
will amount to less than $3,000. 

“Another statement to the effect that 
there has been no increase in the attend- 
ance on the public schvols during the 
last five years can be just as easily 
disproven. The charge has been made 
by Mr. Beck that not only has there 
been no increase in the attendance, but 
that it has falien off 2 per cent. AS a 
matter of fact, the records will show that 
in the five years from 1895 to 1900 there 
has been an increase of 52,000 children 
in the public schools of the state. The 
normal increase is about 10,000 a year. 
and the figures show, therefore, that the 
actual increase has been fully up to the 
normal. I expect to make formal an- 
swer within a few days to these and 
other charges which have been made in 
certain speeches of the campaign.’ 


TERRELL IN BERRIEN. 

Nashville, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—On 
account of the loss of so many. bridges 
throughout the county Judge Littlejohn, 
vtho was to hold Berrien superier court 
this week, adjourned the same before 
reaching Nashville. A great many peo- 
ple, however, were in town and Hon. J.

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HOFMANN’S RECITAL WAS 
AN ARTISTIC SUCCESS 


Josef Hofmann, a man in the flush of 
tis youth, and yet with a reccrd of artis- 
tic triumphs achieved, whose nature and 
number would seem to indicate a success- 
ful worker of mature years, was heard in 
recital at the Grand yesterday, his reeital 
forming one of the most brilliant events 
artistically music lovers in Atlanta have 
had the opportunity to enjoy. 

The young virtuoso’s fame should have 
attracted a greater number of cultured 
people than that which formed the in- 
explicably smell audience. yesterday 
hich tried to make up in enthusiasm for 
the small volume of its epplause. 

The programme was as follows:

Every number was in itself interesting 
and most of the programme called for a 
breadth and dignity of conception and 
treatment to make their interpretation 
ereat, that few yvoung men, even virtuosi, 
can command. Josef Hofmann betrayed 
in his manner, though—easy, simple, con- 
fident—and then in his playing, the prac- 
tice of the long-time musician before the 
public. While he played—perfectly at 
home at his@nstrument and carelessly 
conscious of his audience—they remem- 
bered that he had been concerting many 
years. Some of his hearers had been 
present at eastern concerts nearly twen- 
ty yvears ago, when Hofmann, then a 
child-wonder; played as soloist even with 
the Boston symphony ecerchestra. They 
remembered seeing him clamber up on 
the piano stool which was nearly as.tall 
as; he, and play as if inspired, and then 
when his funny little bow was no longer 
called for, they remembered seeing him 
crop down. on the floor to play.with the 
mechanical teys which were given him 
ir appreciation, as flowers would be given 
an older performer.. The conductor's sig- 
nal would direct his retvrn.to the piano, 
ard he would again contentedly climb up 
to his duty. Hofmann’s work now is the 
development of a genius that has been 
thoroughly trained and cultivated. Its

has benefited the musician, but danger- 
ous praise has not been allowed to divert 
the student, for his power is that of thor- 
ough culture as well as of genius.

Mrs. Quarterman Says She 


Is Victim of His Alleged 
; Fraud, | 


CLAIMS HE USED HER MONEY 
AND DROVE HER FROM HOME 


Asks for Receiver To Take Charge 
, of Business—Celebrated Fowler 
Case on Trial — Ordinary 
Wilkinson Introduces 
' New Jury System. 


Mrs. Lizzie M. Quarterman yesterday 
afternoon filed a sensational bill for a 
receiver and injunction against her hus- 
band, I. L. Quarterman. Mrs. Quarter- 
man charges that her hus- 
band, by fraud, has secured possession 
of her property, cruelly treated her, and 
has driven her from home. She seeks 
to enjoin him from further spending any 
of her money and from altering the status 
of the property. 

Judge J. h. Lumpkin, of the superior 
court, appointed E. E. Pomeroy tempora- 
ry recéiver, issued an order temporarily 
restraining Quarterman, and set the case 
for a hearing on March 22. 

Mrs. Quarterman alleges that on Jan- 
vary 1, of the present year, she sold 
some property in West Point to M. M. 
Tatum, at the dnstigation of her hus- 
band, and that he looked after her in- 
terests in the trade. She states that 
Tatum, after” paying certain liens on 
the property, gave Quarterman about $75 
in cash and a check for $286.39, made 


payable to her order. 

She claims that Quarterman deposited 
the check dn the Lowry national bank 
in his name and afterwards induced her 
to allow him to dnvest part of. the 
money in a small market and grocery 
business at 101 Rhodes street, promising 
that he would turn it over to her man- 
agement after it was started. The pe- 
titioner claims that her husband has 
drawn out all of the bank deposit, with 
the exception of $60 or $70, and thas used 
the $75 cash. 

The bill charges that as soon as Quar- 
terman obtained control of the business 
he began to abuse and neglect his wife, 
refusing to allow her to have anything 
to do with the business; ordered her out 
of the store, and refused to tell her any- 
thing of the condition of affairs; refusing 
to give her anv of the profits, or allow 
her any of her money for herself or 
child. Mrs. Quarterman gpys he repeated- 
ly struck her, slapped her face and treat- 
ed her with extreme cruelty. That on 
March 11 he struck her and pick- 
ing up a hatchet threatened to split her 
head open. 

Mrs. Quarterman says she then left 
and has since been afraid to return. She 
claims that Quarterman gave his father 
$25 of her money, without her consent, 
and that he has two brothers in the 
store, IMving out of the business. She 
charges that Quarterman is wasting and 
mismanaging the property. 

She asks that the receiver take charge 


of the property and protect her inter- |}

| Gelebrated Case on Trial. 

The trial of the Fowler damage suit 
against the Central of Georgia Ral'way 
Company, which has become somewhat 
celebrated in the Fulton county courts, 
wes begun yesterday morning before 
Judge H. M. Reid, in the first division 
of the city court. The plaintiff is Louise 
Fowler, colored, and she is suing for 
$10,000 for the death of Cornelius Fowlea 
who, she claims, was her husband. 

The issue, which is being hotly contest- 
ed, is the question of whether Louise 
Fowler is the widow of the deceased. 
She claims that she is, while the railroad 
company contends that she is not and 
has no rights, whatever, in the case. 

The litigation is complicated and has 
been fin tho courts for some time. The 
mother of Cornelius Fowler is also suing 
for $10,000. Edward Fowler, who claims 
to be a son of the deceased by 4 former 
marriage, also entered suit for $10,000.

he be awarded judgment against them. 

. Peters claims that they have damaged 
him in the sum of $800 by committing a 
breach in a bond-for--title.. He says he 
purchased a tract of land frqm the Arro- 
woods in Tampa, on the river car line, 
and that they gave him a bond for title. 
The bill alleges that in the bond for title 
Peters and Mr. and Mrs. Arrowood agreed 
not to sell or rent the property to negroes 
for a period of twelve years. 

It is this agreement, Peters claims, has 
been violated. He asserts that several of 
the lots have been rented or’sold to ne- 
groes. 

It is stated that the purchase price. of 
the land was $600; that Peters gave Mr. 
and Mrs. Arrowood $74 in cash and eighty- 
eight promissory notes. These notes, it is 
said, were transferred, by indorsement, 
to the Piedmont Loan and Banking Com- 
pany. Peters says he has paid $186 and 
interest to the- company. 

The bill states that on June 11, 1901, 
Receiver Arnold brought suit against Pe- 
ters, as principal, and Mr. and Mrs. Ar- 
rowood, as indorsers, on fifty-seven prom- 
issory notes. This action Peters is en- 
deavoring to stop. 

He also asks judgment against the Ar- 
rowoods for $278.60, the amount paid for 
the land; judgment for $500 for. improve- 
ments; judgment for $400, the penalty in 
the bond for title, and also asks that the 
lots be sold. Attorney Lavender R. Ray 
filed the petition. Judge Lumpkin issued 
an order temporarily restraining the re- 
ceiver and set the case for a hearing on 
March 29. 

Building Association Enjoined. 

A bill for injunction and receiver was 
filed yesterday afternoon in the superior 
court against the National Building Asso- 
clation, of Baltimore. The petitioners 
are Ralph H. Stwetzer, of Ohio, and Gus- 
tav R. Bostrom, of Pennsylvania, 

A similar bill was recently filed in the 
United States court and practically the 
Same allegations are contained in both. 
Judge Lumpkin issued an order tempo- 
rarily restraining the defendant from in 
any way altering the status of the busi- 
ness and set the case for a hearing on 
April 19 at 9 o’clock in the morning. 

Both petitioners allege they are stock- 
nolders and that the association is novo 
longer a going concern. They claim that 
the business has been declining since 1899 
and that it has ceased to be profitable. 

It is alleged that approximately $40,000 
worth of stock has been filed for with- 
drawal. which the company has been un- 
able to meet. It is further alleged tha‘ 
the financial affairs are in such critical 
condition that the company has passed 
the dividend due on February 1. 

The bill states that the assets are ap- 
parently $216,159.17, while fhe liabilities 
are $276,263.29, an excess of liabilities of 
$60,104.12. The concern is alleged to bs: 
insolvent. 

The court is asked to sell the ass¢ts 
for the benefit of the stockholders and an 
injunction is asked against the = stock- 
nolders to prevent the institution of other 
suits. The bill was filed by Attorneys 
Hara@eastle & Wynn. of Baltimore, and 
Ellis, Wimbish & Ellis, of Atlanta.

Judge A. E. Calhoun, of the second di- 
vision of the city court, was compelled to 
suspend business yesterday on account 
of illnéss. He convened court yesterday 
morning, organized the jury fer the week, 
and then adjourned the session until to- 
morrow, when he hopes to be able to re- 
sume business.

GEORGIA FRUITS 
PROMISE WELL 


Uniform Weather ” g the 
Winter Has Proved De- 
cidedly Favorable. 


COLD SNAP IS MOVING 
TO HELP CROPS ALONG 


Conditions Are Now More Desirable 
Than They Have Been in the 
Last Dozen Years, a Study 
of the Weather Chart 
Will Show. 


Georgia fruits, especially the peach and 
Georgia cereals, except ‘the oats, have a 
better promise this year than any prom- 
ise indicated in many years, declares 
Mr. Marbury, the weather bureau man. 

Since winter began, while there has 
been no particularly cold weather, there 
has been an unusual uniformity about it 
which has been conducive to the gradual 
development of growth. At no time has 
it been warm enough to induce that bud- 
ding and blooming a subsequent cold snap 
could have destroyed, killing with it the 
promised crop. The conditions this year, 
Mr. Marbury says, have been not only 
particularly favorable, but have been ex- 
tremely favorable. 

A study of the weather chart for years 
back shows that the month of February’ 
has been the death knell of many a 
fruit crop. A few warm days in that 
month invites a budding and a blooming. 
Cold weather on ‘the heels of that spell 
of pleasantness means certain death to 
everything to which the warmth and sun- 
shine of the preceding days has given 
life. : 

“This year,” says Mr. Marbury, “the 
uniformity of the weather has kept back 
that blooming, has retarded the budding 
and has been an incalculable help to the 
fruit grower and to the agriculturist gen- 
erally. 

The conditions, Mr. Marbury thinks, are 
a forerunner of a better season than the 
south has known in years. The peach 
crop almost beyond a doubt is sure to be 
more satisfactory than it has been in a 
long time. Fall oats may have suffered 
considerably; in fact, the crop may have 
been almost entirely destroyed in many 
places. The wheat is in fine condition. 
The cold weather has been a benefit to 
it and as-the weather opens the cereal 
will begin to show its growth. So far it 
has been held back by the cold weather 
and that was what the farmer wanted. As 
the weather opens the wheait crop will 
show its growth. Reports from all sec- 
tions of the state, Mr. Marbury says, 
show that the month of Februay was un- 
usually favorable. 

The cold snap now on its way south will 
This 
morning the freezing point may be 
reached, and if it js a practical assurance 


of a continuation of the present good con- 


ditions may bé considered certain. It 
would mean more of an advantage than 
a disadvantage to the farmer and to the 
fruit grower. Had the high temperature 
of the past few days continued, {it would 
have caused a gapid development of veg- 
etation, ‘whith, if followéd by a cold 
spell Jater on, would have been dtsas- 
trous to the fruit grower or the grain 
planter. 

The cold weather now en route is due 
to the presence of an’area of high ba- 
rometer central over South Dakota Mon-. 
day morning. With this high barometer’ 
are temperatures ranging from zero in 
Nebraska to 15. degrees’ below zero in 
South Daketa. This body of cold air is 
drifting to the southeast and caused a 
decided fall in the temperature during last 
night and this morning over this section 
of the south, and it is more than prob- 
able that the ‘temperature wijJl reach 
something ‘ike the freezing point this 
(Tuesday) morning. With the dawn the 
winds will be from brisk, a speed of 20 
to 30 miles an hour, to a high gait of 30 
to 40 miles an hour. These winds will de- 
crease in force Tuesday, as the center 
of the high barometer moves eastward. 
The sneg will continue throughout Tues- 
day, but a moderation will manifest it- 
self Wednesday beginning - some - time 
Tuesday night. The. crear. weather now 
prevailing here is in evidence over the 
entire country east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, while the trans of the past twelve 
hours have been confined to the Attlantic 
coast extending from South Carolina in 
the south to Maine in the north. 

While the people of North Dakota were 
trying to keep warm with a thermométer 
indicating 16 degrees ‘below zero yester- 
day morning, the FPloridans about Key 
West were buying palm leaf fans. At 
that point the temperature was 76 degrees 
above, showing a range of 92 degrees. 
In the northwest it was redhot stoves, 
heavy mufflers and thick wraps, while 
in the south the air was fragrant with 
odor of the orange and pineapple. 

And yet there are people who insist that 
there are homes in ‘the northwest which 
are within themselves a paradise.

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R. B, Blackburn Adds His Name to 
List of Legislative Candidates, 


HIS FORMAL ANNOUNCEMENT 


Situation in Race for County Com- 
missioners Unchanged—Several 
Candidates Pay Their As- 
sessments for Primary. 
Committee To Meet. 


Robert B. Blackburn, the well-known 
attorney, yesterday formally announced 
his candidacy .for representative in the 
legislature from Fulton county.

The following is the announcement of 
Mr. Blackburn: 

To the Voters of Fulton County: The peo- 
r-e of Fulton county are familiar with the 
reasons that controlled me in withdrawing 
from the legisjative contest for the short term, 
made necessary by the untimely death of our 
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ROBERT B. BLACKBURN, who 
yesterday announced his candi- 
dacy for the legislature from 
Fulton county. 
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faithful public citizen, Hon. Porter King. 
They will probably recall that in announcing 
my reasons for thus temporarily declining to 
contest for a position of honor that I de- 
sired, to-wit, to represent them as a public 
servant, “I stated that in deference to the 
memory of an eminent citizen, and in obedience 
to an expressed desire of the business com- 
munity to confer this position upon Hon. 
Thomas Egleston, I did not feel inclined to 
embarrass the situation by an unseemly con- 
test, or to indicate the slightest opposition to 
a representative element of commercial At- 
lanta. 

My. friends, then as now, have urged me to 
enter as one of the candidates for the legis- 
lature from Fulton county for this, the full 
term. In yielding to their kind and urgent 
requests, I do so, with the hope that the 
people will be generous enough to bestow upon 
me their indorsement.

‘The situation as to the race for county 
commissioners was unchanged yesterday.

SEWER PROBLEM 
TO BE SOLVED 


& 


Extending Trunk 
Sewers. 


WORK IS TO BEGIN 
ALMOST IMMEDIATELY 


Three of the Biggest Sewers Will Bc 
Worked on, and One Will Be 
Carried Beyond City Lim- 
its at Once. 


The trunk sewer problem is about to 
be solved. Council at yesterday’s meet- 
ing took the initiative In the matter and 
adopted the resolution by tke commit- 
tee on sewers and drains providing for the 
expenditure of $29,400 for the extension of 
three of the big trunk sewers in the city 
that have caused the greatest trouble 
during the past few years, 

The committee held a meeting yester- 
day at the city hall and prepared the 
resolution which was later presented to 
council for adoption. The paper now goes 
to the aldermanic board for concurrence 
and that body next Thursday will un- 
questionably concur in the action of 
council without debate. Those present 
at the committee meeting were Council- 
man Winn, chairman; Alderman LaHatte 
and City Engineer Clayton. 

The resolution by the committee pro- 

vides for the immediate extension of the 
old mineral springs branch sewer now 
terminating at the plant of the Georgia 
Electric Wght Company on Rock street. 
This sewer is to be extended across Lam- 
bert. street at an estimated cost of §$,- 
100. 
It also provides that the sewer now 
terminating near Beckwith street, near 
the corner of Chestnut, be extended to 
Hunter street at-an estimated cost of 
$4,300, and that the sewer known as the 
extension of the Loyd street sewer be 
extended from its present terminus té the 
city limits at an estimated cost of $22,- 
000. 

Only one of these sewers is to be car- 
ried to the city limits at present. This 
is the one Known as the Loyd street 
sewer. The others will be extended from 
time to time as there are funds in hand 
to carry on the work and it is believed 
that the crusade once begun will be kept 
up until there will not be a single trunk 
sewer in Atlanta emptying within the cor- 
porate limits of the city. 

Damage Suits Withdrawn. 

With the adoption of this resolution and 
the fact that the work of extension is 
to be begun without delay, two damage 
suits against the city, aggregating $100,- 
000, are to be withdrawn. A number of 
other suits have been threatened, but 
these will doubtless now be abandoned. 

At the beginning of the year Council- 
man Winn, chairman of the council com- 
mittee on sewers and drains, declared his 
intention to do everything in his power to 
relieve the present situation as much as 
possible and the first step taken was to 
secure half of the $50,000 paid by the 
consolidated publ® utility corporéttions to 
be used in the extension of trunk sew- 
ers. 

The work now scheduled will be car- 
ried out without delay and before the 
year is over some of the most offensive 
sewers will have been extended so as to 
give the people in certain sections of the 
town no cause for compiaint. 


THE McCRARY-WITHAM CASE. 


Litigation Has Been Fully Settled in 
Amicable Manner. 

The litigation between Moore & McCra+ 
Ty, J. A. McCrary and J.'S. Moore, and of 
the Farmers and Merchants’ bank of Ten- 
nille, Ga., and of W. S. Witham, presi- 
dent of that bank, has been amicably ad- 
justed. Confusion grew out of a misun- 
derstanding as to the ownership of cer- 
tain stocks in the possession of the bank. 
Certain lawsuits in Washington county 
and in Fulton county grew out of the 
confusion in reference to that matter. 

After full and frank discussion between 
the parties, a thorough and complete 
understanding was reached, satisfactory 
to all parties interested, the debts all 
paid and all of the suits dismissed. J. 

Witham fnd the 
firm of Moore & McCrary are entirely 
exonerated from any intentional wrong- 
doing in the transaction. All crimina- 
tions and recriminations are withdrawn.

May Be Required te Remove Conduits 
and Manholes. 
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BRIDGES TO BE REPAIRED 
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Council Agrees To. Build Stairway 
on the East’ Side:of the White- 
hall Street Viaduct Next 
to the Central Bank 
Block Building.

Quite a discussion was provoked dur- 
ing the meeting of council yesterday af- 
ternoon by the introduction of a resolu- 
tion by Alderman Welch, providing that 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, the Standard Tele- 
phone Company, the Georgia Electric 
Ljght Company, the Atlanta Steam Heat 
Company and the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company be required to move 
their conduits and manholes on certain 
Streets in the center of town to permit 
the laying of large water mains by the 
city. 

Judge George Hillyer, president of the 
water board, explained that the matter 
had come up last year and the companies 
expressed a willingness to do the work, 
provided the city would pay for it. He 
said the mains were now on the streets 
ready to be put underground. Alderman 
Welch favored having the resolution 
adopted, while other members desired the 
paper referred to a committee for inves- 
tigation. Several councilmen seemed to 
think that, as the city had given. the 
companies the right to lay thetr conduits 
and construct manholes and had said 
where these should be located, it would 
be unfair to maké the companies dio the 
work of removal at their own expense. 
The resolution was finally. referred jointly 
to the water board, the street commiftee 
and the committee on electric lights and 
street railways. 


Stairs for the Viaduct. 

The report of the bridge committee 
providing that steps be taken to con- 
Struct stairs. on the east side of the 
Whitehall street viaduct at the north 


end of the Central bank block and the 
repair of nearly all the bridges in the 
city, was adopted. Bids for the work 
will be advertised for and the contract 
will be let at the méeting of council to 
be held April 21. The resolution by 
the same committebt to the effect that 
the commissioner of public works be 
instructed to repair Magnolia street 
bridge at a cost of about $100, was also 
adopted. 

The printing committee reported that 
the Mutual Publishing Company had 
agreed to print 175 copies of the annual 
reports—125 with paper covers and 50 
bound in leather—at: $2.15 a page for the 
annual reports and. $1.95 per- page for 
department pamphlets. The recommenda- 
tion of the committee was adopted. 

Council favored paying $120 to Con 
Neff, of Cincinnati, who was injured 
some time ago by the buggy of the 
superintendent of the waterworks de- 
partment. The horse, it seems, fran 
away and Mr. Neff was run over. Coun- 
cilman Kontz, chairman of the finance 
committee, said he favored paying the 
money if it was to be in full for all 
claims which Mr. Neff might have 
against the city. He said he would not 
favor paying the amount had he not 
witnessed the accident.

RINLEY FOUND 


Prisoner Appears To Have a Partial- 
ity for National Prisons. 


HAS BEEN IN REFORM SCHOOL 


For the Third Time a Twenty-Year- 
Old Negro Will Hear the Same 
Judge Sentence Him. 


Perry Finley, a negro youngster, was 
found guilty in the United States court 
yesterday of burglarizing an army can- 
teen at Fort McPherson some months 
ago and this morning the convicted ne- 
gro will face Judge Newman to hear 
his sentence. 

Finley, according to the indictment, 
forced his way into the canteen after 
it had been locked for the night and car- 
ried away a winchester, tobacco, ciga- 
rettes, gloves, socks and _ suspenders. 
The evidence against the prisoner was 
direct and conclusive and though Shep- 
ard Bryan, his attorney, made a hard 
and determined fight, a verdict of gulil- 
ty was the result. 

This is Finley’s third conviction. . The 
first time Finley was. arraigned he was 
but -a boy and Judge Newman,. because 
of the defendant's age, sent him to the 
reform school near Washington, where 
he was detained three years. The reform 
school had no good effect on Finley, 
and within a few months after his release 
he broke into the-Fulton county fail, 
where he remained nine months. That 
time he was convicted in the state courts 
of. larceny. 

Finley will be sentenced this morning.

Jim Alexander, the negro convicted last 
week of robbing the United States pay- 
master, Major Stevens, was yesterday 
morning «sentenced by Judge Newman. 
Alexander was given three years in the 
penitentiary and a fine of $1,000. A motion 
for a new: trial will be submitted some 
time during the present term of court.
